Most Americans 
against heavy aid, 
oil guarantee 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — About 
64 per cent of the American 
People think should not 
Provide large-scale aid to Israel 
and a majority also opposes a 
U.S. guarantee of oil supplies to 
Israel now that she is returning 
the Abu Rodeis oil fields to 
Egypt, according to a Gannett 
Tews service poll. 

The poll, which surveyed 1,000 
Persons across the country last 
Wednesday and Thursday, asked 
whether Congress should approve 
aid of up to $2.5b. for Israel 
Sixty-four per cent opposed, 24 
per vent approved and 12 per 
cent had no opinion. 

By 41-38 per cent Americans 
thought Congress should reject 
the idea of sending civilian tech- 
niciang to the Sinai. Another 
three per cent said it depended 
on ‘certain conditions, and 18 
per cent expressed no opinion. 

On the question of guarantee- 
ing of supplies to Israel, 56 per 
cent were opposed, 26 per cent 
favoured it and 18 per cent 
were undecided. - ἢ

Wanted: Ship 
to bring goods 
through Canal

THE GOVERNMENT is searching 
intensively for a ship to carry an 
Israel cargo through the Suez Canal. 
The intention is to carry this out 
before the interim agreement 1s final- 
ly signed in a fortnight, but “the 
difficulty is — to find a ship,” ac- 
cording to highly placed source. 

The Government is determined to 
use a legitimate carrier with a le- 
gitimate cargo — not a ship sent 
especially from Haifa to Hilat via the 
Canal in an artificial and obvious 
“test case” arrangement. 

The ship sought would be plying 
a regular run to Israel, flying a 
foreign flag, and carrying foodstuffs 
or agricultural equipment, the high 
source said. No such ship seems 
readily available at this moment, the 
source indicated. If it were, it would 
be sent through the Canal almost at 
once — since there is agreement in 
principle with Egypt that a ship 
with Israel-bound cargo must £0 
through before the “military pro- 
tocol” is signed in Geneva bringing 
the interim agreement jnto force. 

The problem was therefore now 
“technical,” the source said, imply- 
ing that it would soon be solved. 


Ford courts U.S. 
Jews’ support 
for Sinai pact

WASHINGTON. — President Ford, 


. im an effort to enlist American 


Jewish support for the Israel-Egyp- 
tian interim agreement, yesterday 
told Jewish leaders that the adm- 
inistration’s nearly six month 
“reassessment” of Middle East po- 
licy is now over. 

The President and Secretary of 
State Kissinger, who also partici- 
pated, tried to convey the impres- 
sion that U.S.-Israel relations would 
now return “to normal." Since the 
collapse of the Kissinger shuttle in 
March, there had been a strain in 
ties between Washington and Jeru- 
salem, but the Sinai pact is seen 
as having removed a considerable 
sblock. 

Rabbi Israet Miller, who led the 
35-member delegation of Jewish 
jeaders to the White House meet- 
ing, told waiting newsmen after- 
wards that the American Jewish 
community would support the Sinai 
Agreement and would work to win 
congressional and public endorse- 
ment for the stationing of Amer- 
ican technicians in Sinai. 


Assad in Prague

Numeiri said the plot against his 
six-year-old anti-Communist military 
regime was hatched by an outlawed 
political group and masterminded by 
Persons enjoying haven in Libya. 

In an address to a mass rally in 
Khartoum, Numeiri said that he was 
not “accusing or insinuating” that 
the Libyan leader, Col. Mu'ammer 
Gadafi, was directly responsible for 
the coup attempt, but he neverthe- 
1688 put ἃ question to “Brother Gad- 
defi: Where did the cash found with 
the conspirators originate?” 

The Sudanese leader sald that dis- 
sident commanders, N.C.O.s, and men 
arrested following the abortive coup 
were found to have £120,321, $28,500 
and 23,930 Sudanese pounds in their 
possession. He added that anti-Gov- 
ernment pamphlets as well as caches 
of arms were found at the Khartoum 
University. 

“This money could never have be- 
longed to one individual.” Numeiri 
said, intimating that the plotters 
were financed by a foreign source. 
“The coup must have been financed 
from the same source which export- 
ed the conspiracy against the Su- 
dan,” he added. 

The Sudanese security forces 
meanwhile continued yesterday their 
bunt for three rebel army officers, 
stil at large as well as for 
eight civilians alleged to have taken 
part in the abortive coup. 

One of the wanted civilians, whose 
photograph ναὶ printed in all 
Sudanese newspapers yesterday, is 
Ahmed Zain el-Abdin, a prominent 
leftist lawyer in line for the pre- 
miership had Friday's coup suc- 
ceeeded. 

At the same time, police continu- 
ed to question the coup leader.

REPORTED MASSACRES spread 
across northern Lebanon yester- 
day as a $,000-man force calling 
itself the “United Military Au- 
thority” launched an assault from 
Tripoli on a number of nearby 
Christian villages including Maj- 
daliyeh, Zgharta and Rmaileh. 
Reuter reported the day's toll as 
25 dead and 70 wounded. 

The Lebanese cabinet is sche- 
duled today to hold its second 
emergency session in as many 
days, following the intensification 
of the week-long fighting. 

Today's cabinet meeting, to 
be chaired by President 
Suleiman Franjieh, is ex- 
pected to be crucial for Premier 
Rashid Karami's two-month-old 
“salvation government’ which 
‘was appointed to end the recent 
waves Of rightist-leftist violence. 
The clashes developed swiftly 
into open sectarian strife, largely 
propelled by the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organization (PLO) whose 
Presence in Lebanon the Christ- 
Jans want to curb, 

Interior Minister Camille Cha- 
moun, who was Lebanon's Presi- 
dent during the 1958 civil war, 
yesterday threatened to resign 
in face of the cabinet's reluctance 
to dispatch the predominantly 
Christian-led army to quell the 
fighting, which in the past week 
claimed some 200 killed and 
wounded bringing the number of 
casualties in the clashes since last 
April to over 2,000. 

Chamoun, a prominent Chris- 
tian Maronite leader, yesterday 
warned that the situation was 


deteriorating rapidly. 

Tension was said to have 
gripped many parts of Lebanon 
as reports circulated about fight- 
ing which had spread southward 
to the coastal city of Sidon where 
a Lebanese soldier was killed by 
PLO saboteurs. 

There were no first hand re- 
ports from the scenes of the 
fighting, except for Tripoli, parts 
of which were reported to be 
ablaze yesterday. 

“Bombs are exploding at the 
rate of one every two minutes. 
You can't get down so much ag 
one street without getting burt. 


There is complete chaos and 
anarchy,” police sources told 
foreign newsmen while cautioning 


them against driving north to 
cover the fighting. 

Beirut radio yesterday warned 
eitizens against travelling north 
along the coast road to Tripoli, 
saying the situation was tense τι; 
there. The radio advised traveli- 
ers to check with the joint Le- 
banese-PLO security liaison office 
in Beirut before departing for 
the north, ἡ 

On emphasizing the functions 
of the joint Hiaison office, Beirut 
radio indicated that the security 
forces continued to reckon on 
‘the role being played by the PLO 
which, despite Christian griev- 
ances, stepped up its political act- 
ivity in Lebanon. It had pledged 
to strengthen its presence in the 
face of what it described as 
American “designs for the liquida- 
tion of the Palestinian cause” 
after pacifying Egypt under the 
Simai interim settlement just con- 
cluded with Israel. 


Lebanese find Israel 
border area safer

METULLA. Many well-to-do 
Lebanese in the strife-torn north- 
erm towns of Tripoli and Zahle 
are sending their families to the 
south, Lebanese farmers working 
their fields near the border told 
Israel newsmen yesterday. 

They said the “refugees” con- 
sidered the border near Israel 
safer than any of the major 
towns in the north. Joining the 
civilians were many anti-Israel 
terrorists because they reportedly 
“don’t want to get involved" with 
the Lebanese army or gendar- 
merie. 

The Lebanese said the entire 
southern region was quiet yester- 
day, and that the district govern 
ors and military commanders had 
warned the population against en- 
gaging in “hostile activities” like 
those in Tripoli and other northern 
towns. 

A motorist from Tripoli who 
stopped for a chat near the Israel 


border said he had seen burning 
buildings and wrecked cars, and 
that snipers were active all along 
the main road leading to Beirut 
and the south. 

But a Catholic priest, driving a 
black Mercedes, said although the 
situation was “bad” in the north, 
the Government and army were 
still in control of the situation.

Despite the unrest In Lebanon, 
traffic across the Rosh Hanikra 
frontier post with Israel continued 
to flow normally yesterday. Do-

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The magazine, well-respected for 
its knowledge of military affairs, 
said that an important emphasis in 
the U.S.-Israel agreement is on the 
transfer to Israel of military tech- 
nology which will allow it to manu- 
facture advanced electronic counter- 
measures systems, precision-guided 
weapons and ground-based surveil- 
lance units. Initial steps will be to- 
wards co-production and licensed 
production arrangements between 
Israel and the U.S., “Aviation Week” 
said. 

Because of Israel's lower over- 
head‘ costs, the magazine continued. 
these transfers of military technology 
could give Israel a lead over the 
U.S. in future sales of certain arms 
on the export market. 

In addition to obtaining technology 
transfers, Israel also hopes to re- 
ceive the General Dynamics F-16 air 
combat fighter, Israel is “apparent- 
ly leaning toward abandonment of 
its earlier requests to purchase the 
McDonnell Douglas F-15 air super- 
iority fighter," according to the ma- 
fazine. It added that Israel would 
like to standardize its Air Force on 
the F-16 which costs only about 
$6m. ax compare with the $14m. 
price tag for the F-15. 

The F-16, however. will not be 
avaiable for export unti) late 1978, 
while the F-15 is expected to be 
ready by 1977. Roth planes have re- 


portedly been approved in principle 
for supply to Israel. 

The “New York Times" reported 
yesterday that Israel is seeking 25 
¥-25s as soon as possible to counter 
the Soviet-made Mig-23s in Egypt 
and Syria. The 25 F-15s. including 
needed support equipment, will cost 
Israel about $620m., according to the 
“Times.” 

Israel also wants to receive from 
the U.S. Lance  surface-to-surface 
missiles,‘ the Grumman E-2C air- 
borne early warning aircraft. and 
the Rockwell International Condor 
stand-off _air-to-surface missile, 
“Aviation Week" said.

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5 Savoy terrorists 
on trial in Lydda

LYDDA. — The trial of five ter- 
rorists allegedly responsible for the 
Savoy Hote] attack on the night 
of March 5-6, in which 12 persons 
were killed and 13 wounded, began 
yesterday in a military court here. 
All five denied the charges, which 
include membership in a group 
which possessed weapons, ammntuni- 
tion, hand grenades and explosives, 
and the use of these in an attempt 
to kill or maim innocent persons, or 

to destroy property. . 

Four of the five terrorists were 
eaptured at sea. The fifth was 
found in the rubble of the blown-up 
Savoy Hote] near the bodies of seven 
other terrorists, who were killed in 
the Israel Defence Forces assault 
on the hotel, 

The terrorists on trial are Mussa 
Jumma’a ben Hussein Altallaka, 28, 
of Zarka Kasifa village in Jordan; 
Hamad Nadim Ahmed Darwish, 20, 
of the Latakiya camp in Syria; Issa 
Tbrahim Mohammed Alridi, 25, of 
Dumiat, Egypt; Maher [brahim Mo- 
hammed Alridi, 30, the brother of 
Issa, also from Dumist; Mohammed 
Abbas Darwish ben Halili, 33, of 
Dumiat. 

Mussa Altallaka, who was found 
in the rubble of the hotel, is also 
charged with undergoing training. 
by the Fatah with the specific pur- 
pose of harming the State of Israel, 
its security, property, economy and 
international transport. The sole sur- 
vivor of the terrorists who 
trated the massacre, he is charged 
with using a Kalachnikov automatic 
rifle to fire on civilians, soldiers and 
security forces in the vicinity of the 
Savoy; throwing a hand grenade; 
and planting a bomb in the hotel 


with the intention of blowing it up, 
with civilians inside. 

The alléged leader of the group, 
entrusted with the execution of the 
raid, is 20-year-old Hamad Darwish, 
the youngest of the five. 

Like the other three captured at 
sea, he did not put up any resis- 
tance when taken prisoner. 

Maher Alridi, believed to be the 
captain of the ship, is charged with 
willingly using the vessel to carry 
arms and explosives for the terrorist 
attack. The remaining two are 
charged with being sailors on the 
ship whose purpose, to their know- 
ledge, was transporting arms for the 


attack. 
HANDCUFFS 


The hearing yesterday lasted only 
one hour. The five terrorists were 
brought in handcuffed, but during 
the hearing the handcuffs were re- 
moved by their guards, All five, un- 
shaven, wore colourful sport shirts. 

They stood at attention while the 
charge sheet was read, and, with 
frozen faces, followed the transila- 
tion of the charges into Arabic. 
Their defence lawyer, Ali Rafa of 
Haifa, is fluent in both Hebrew and 
Arabic, 

The prosecution team is headed 
by Rav-Seren Baruch Hoilander. 

The president of the three-man 
judges’ bench is Sgan-Aluf Yoram 
Galin, and the two others are Sgan- 
Aluf Moshe’ Avnon and Sgan-Aluf

The prosecution will bring 11 wit- 
nesses, including Kochava Levi, one 
of the hostages, who acted as trans- 
lator during the siege.

Sha’ar Hagai killer still 


evades tree scientists

A year after the initial published 
reports of a mysterious malady kil- 
ling the Sha'ar Hagai Forest outside 
Jerusalem, experts are in agreement 
only on what factors cannot be the 
cause. This, however, has not brought 
them much closer to determining 
what the cause might be. 

A recent interim report by 8 
high-level inter-disciplinary com- 
mittee investigating the malady rules 
out seven possibilities which have 
been widely suggested as possible 
causes. These include age (the trees 
afflicted range from 23 years to 50 
years old), density (isolated trees 
are sometimes affected and dense 
growths sometimes are not), cold and 
snow, soll nutrition, air 
pollution (trees a good distance from 
the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem highway are 
among those affected) and fungus. 

The committee, headed by Prof. 
Avraham Fahn, points its finger at 
the insect matsococcus as the most 


’ likely cause. But Israel's leading 


forest entomologist, Yosef Halperin, 

continues to refute this possibility. 

In an interview this week, he said 

there are suggestions that matsococ- 

cus might be a secondary factor in 

the death of the trees, but not a 
factor. 

“All the facts point to no poasibi- 
lity that the matsococcus is the pri- 
mary factor,” he said. “But if trees 
are suffering from severe physio- 


Faulty police 
computer hounds 
Haifa motorists 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — A faulty police com- 
puter has been hounding dozens 
of Haifa motorists lately with 
notices to pay traffic fines — which 
they have already paid. 

Fortunate drivers who have kept 
their original receipts can go to 
Traffic Court to have their repeat 
payment notices cancelled. But those 
who threw their receipts away in 
relief have had to pay twice, ac. 
cording to “Itim.” 

In some cases the police computer 
has even threatened. jail to moto- 
rigts “tardy” in paying their fines. 

Compounding the mixup, 
police computer relays its faulty 
information about unpaid fines to 
its “colleague” at the Licensing De- 
partment. That computer, according 
to its programming, then has no 
choice but to warn a driver that 
his licence will not be renewed until 
he has paid up. 

Understanding judges in Traffic 
Court here have in some cases or- 
dered the State to compensate 
motorists for the expenses incurred 
in straightening out thelr computer- 
caused troubles. 7 

In another department — the 
transfer of car ownerships — the 
computer is also falling down on 
the job. A Jaffa resident who sold 
his car in 1972 has been plagued 
ever since with the traffic tickets 
earned by the new owner. He is cur. 
rently struggling for the cancella. 
tion of an arrest warrant against 
him. 


logical disturbance for other reasons, 
then their drying up can be hastened 
by the matsococcus.” 

A survey of a number of dying 
trees in Sha'ar Hagai has found that 
they contain two or three times as 
many of the insects as healthy trees 
in the forest. But the number is still 
a fraction of the number known to 
be able to kill an adult pine. In ad- 
dition, other indications of trees be- 
ing killed by matsococcus, such as 
pine needles turning a rust color, 
are absent in Sha'ar Hagai, said Dr. 
Halperin. 

Dr. Halperin said the eminent 
American expert, Prof. Hugh Wilcox, 
had fallen victim to a dispute among 
Israeli experts when he made a re- 
port on the Sha'ar Hagai Forest last 
March. Prof. Wilcox, of the State 
University of New York at Syracuse, 
had been asked by officials of the 
Jewish National Fund to look at the 
forest when they learned that he was 
on a brief visit to the country. After 
visiting the forest, Prof. Wilcox sub- 
mitted observations suggesting that 
matsococcus was he cause. 

“He no doubt intended that these 
observations lead to a thorough in- 
vestigation,” said Dr. Halperin. “But 
some Israeli scientists took his ob- 
servations as final conclusions.” 

A subcommittee of the Fahn Com- 
mittee is preparing a programme for 
an intensive investigation of the role 
of the matsococcus in Sha’ar Hagai. 


Hypnotists 
banned from 
school parties

Hypnotists should not be incduded 
among entertainers at school par- 
ties, the Director-General of the 
Education Ministry has just ruled. 
If their services are desired on an 
exceptional occasion, they may only 
be employed with the approval of 
the principal and the parents of the 
pupils concerned. 

The ruling is a result of the ex- 
perience last February of Yaffa 
Suissa, 16, a Dimona schoolgirl. At 
a school Purim party Yaffa was 
hypnotized by an entertainer who 
was later unable to restore her to 
consciousness. It was only after a 
week that medical hypnotist Moris 
Eleinhaus was able to awaken her 
from her slumber. 

Dr. Kieimhaus said at the time 
that he hoped the case would lend 
force to the move by the Associa. 
tion for Medical Hypnosis, which 
he heads, to have non-medical uses 
of hypnotism outlawed.

LISBON (UPI). — President Fran- 
cisco da Costa Gomes held an 
emergency meeting with the disputed 
Revolutionary Council yesterday, 95 
the Portuguese Government tumbied 
into political chaos. 

The 21-man Council formed four 
days ago represented one of the 
last cohesive governing bodies in 
the military regime and even its 
legality was being questioned. The 
president described the situation as 
‘very confusing.” The afternoon 
newspapers said it was “dangerous. 

The new phase of the long- 
munnning crisis came as both the 
moderate and pro-Communist fac. 
tions in the military hardened their 
positions. This explosive polarization 
also grew among the political par- 
ties. 

On the military front, a leading 
pro-Communist said that faction 
must fight te insure the continua- 
tion of the so-called revolutionary 
process. A leading moderate replied 
that any attempt by the pro-Com- 
(munists to stage a coup @etat 
would lead to a right-wing dictator- 
ship. 

On the civilian side, Emidio Guer- 

rero, the leader of the left-of-centre 
Popular Democrats, said his party 
could mobilize 50,000 armed men. 
Reports circilated that the Com- 
munist Party and its allies were 
already being issued weapons by 
pro-Communist military units. 
‘The temperature of the verbal 
war rose as Portugal started the 
week with its ruling power struc- 
ture in shambles. 

The pro.Communist cabinet ted by 
Gen. Vasco Goncalves stormed out 
of office masse on Saturday and 
military officers said the three-man 


military junta created to rm the . 


country was “dead.” 

‘The legality of the third founda- 
tion of government — the military's 
Revolutionary Council — also was 
in doubt. This 2l-man body was 
approved at an Armed Forces As- 
sembly meeting which did not have 
8 quorum because it was being 
boycotted by the army and air 
force. 

It was this Assembly meeting at 
Tancos army base lest Friday that 
triggered the governmental disarray 
at the session, the military mode- 
rates raised the spectre of a civil 
war to force Goncalves — the 
symbol of the pro-Communists — 
out of power. The pro-Communist 
ministers in the outgoing cabinet 
replied by angrily resigning on 
Saturday, leaving the country with- 
out any effective government and 
poor prospects for the formation of 
a new one. 

Despite ‘this, the Navy chief, Adm. 
Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo, the 
Prime Minister-designate, was re- 
ported by the local press of being 
ready to name a new Cabinet today. 
But a presidential spokesman said 
he believed this was unlikely. 

The Socialists and Popular Democ- 
rats — Portugal's two biggest parties 
— added to Azevedo's problems by 
refusing to compromise on their de- 
mands for a firm promise of democ- 
racy and a civilian government in 
the medium term. 

This intransigent attitude on the 
part of these two parties created 
serious sraing within the ranks of 
the military moderates. One faction 
of this group was said to favour 
granting their demands for democ- 
racy while another felt the military 
should retain the reins of power.

“We expect no additional arrests 
at this time,” said Paul Young, spe- 
cial agent in charge of the Sacra- 
mento FBI office. Young: sald “at 
least” 50 agents were working on 
the evidence to “tie loose ends 
together” before the case against 
Fromme is taken to the Federal 
Grand Jury tomorrow. 

Fromme, 26, remained in an isola- 
tion cell at the Sacramento county 
jail on $1m. bail. 
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Ford’s life - 

The tiny red-haired woman, re- 
portedly the “executive officer" of 
the Charles Manson cult, pointed a 
45 caliber pistol at Ford on Friday 
and became the first woman ever 
to try to assassinate a President. 
The weapon, which contained four 
live rounds, did not fire. 

She was the first person charged 
with attempting to kill a president 
under a Federal law passed after 
the assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. If convicted she could 
receive a maximum life prison term. 

FBI agent Young said late Sunday 
that convicted mass murderer Man- 
son was interviewed by FBI agents 
for an hour and a half in San 
Quentin prison the day after Fromme 
pointed her pistol at President Ford. 

Manson “was not responsive to 
specific questions. He gave no in- 
formation of an evidentiary or lead 
value, He talked of his general phi- 
losophy,” said Young.

Turkish earthquake 
death toll rises 


LICE, Turkey (Reuter). — Food and 
relief supplies were mmning out here 
yesterday, as the death toll from the 
earthquake which devastated this 
area of eastern Turkey on Saturday 
rose to nearly 2,400. 

The latest death figures were an- 
mounced by the state radio, which 
also said President Fahri Koruturk 
would attend an emergency cabinet 
meeting today to determine the 
emergency housing measures to be 
taken before winter descends on the 
thousands of families made homeless 
by the earthquake. 

Officials said the overall relief 
operation would take at least two 
months, But observers noted that In 
Jess than this time — by mid-Oc- 
tober — heavy autumm rains are 
likely to hamper work. 

__ West German oil prospectors work- 
ing near Lice said they had seen 
the earthquake on Saturday. 

“We were eating lunch when the 
ΤῸ of the tremor came towards 
us,” one said. “It reached a climax 
and passed with the sort of deep 
growl people make when they are 
trying to scare children. 

“The ground moved about for some 
30 seconds, great clouds of dust rose 


and rockfalls started as the tremor 
went its way.” 

A local official said: “It was 
lunchtime. There was no one on the 
streets and the children who would 
have been in the school, which was 
not damaged too badly, were at 
home because of the holidays.” 

“Everybody was inside. It could 
not have come at a worse time. No 
one stood a chance,” the official 
added. 

Health authorities announced the 
start of a vaccination operation to 
head off disease among numbed 
townspeople, as rescue workers con- 
tinued to unearth occasional decay- 
ing bodies from the rubble. 

Local authoritles said there was 
not enough food to go around, but 
reHef work continued as hungry, 
Kurdish. ing survivors clamour- 
ed for bread and shelter. The ap- 
pearance of a few loaves produced 
an all-out scramble.

TEHERAN (UPI). — The Shab of 
Iran indicated yesterday that Iran 
Will press strongly for an increase 
fn oli prices at the ministerial 
Meeting of the Organization of 

troleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) in Vienna on September 24. 

In a speech to a joint session of 
Parliament (Majlis), the Shah 
didn't specify how much he thought 
the increase should be. But he said 
inflation in industrialized countries 
was running in some cases up to 
27 per cent and “this inflation has 
been exported.” 

Be said because of this Iran's 
moves to obtain an increase in the 
price of oil were “reasonable and 
legitimate" and the oil exporting 
countries had a right to show 
“some reaction of their own.” 

“It is a perfectly logical move to 
revise oil prices (upwards), as it 
has a direct relation with the un- 
stable economic situation in the in- 
dustrialized world," the Shah said. 

“This natural wealth is not ever- 
lasting and must, therefore, be used 
with the utmost care,” he said. 
“Iran hag already taken the neces- 
Sary steps to have access to other 
sources of energy and, particularly, 
the peaceful use of nuclear energy.” 

The Shah said Iran's income from 
irs oi! and natural gas revenues 
would reach nearly $22b. in the 
current year,

Consulate in Kuala Lumpur during 
Miki's visit to Washington last month 
in their latest raid — may try to 
disrupt the two-week state visit be- 
ginning on September 30. 

The five Red Army men who seized 
the consulate flew to Libya with five 
extremists from Japan released at 
their demand.

‘FIRST MOVE BY WASHINGTON’ 


Alan Dawson, the writer of the 
folowing commentary, left Sai- 
gon last week on government 
orders after reporting events 
there since the Communist take- 
over on April 30. 

BANGKOK (UPI). — There is no 
doubt that North and South Viet- 
tam want “normal” relations with 
the U.S. 

Any official at any level from the 
President of South Vietnam, Huynh 
Tan Phat, to the army private, will 
tell foreigner or Vietnamese alike 
that Americans are welcome in their 
country. 

What officials in South Vietpam 
foresee is a small American diploma- 
te mission in Hanoi and in Saigon. 
But the Vietnamese are adamant 
that they will not make the first 
move in reestablishing relations with 
the Americans. The first call must 
be from Washington to Saigon or 
Hanoi. 

The official line to the people from 
the new Saigon government ig that 
Vietnamese should bear no bitter 
feelings toward the “American Peo- 
ple,” who, so far as the victors are 
concerned, opposed the Vietnam war. 

“We might have to wait until 
after the next (1976) elections in 
the United States for normalization 
of relatfons," said one senior official 
in a recent interview in Saigon. .. 
“We think that there will be a 
change in administrations next 


‘Vietnamese officials have indicated 
in a roundabout way that there may 


be ways of forcing Washington into 
bringing a diplomatic mission — and 
aid money — to Vietnam, but so far 
have not indicated just what screws 
will be turned. 

The epproximately 50 Americans 
in Vietnam now consider themselves 
hostages, rightly or wrongly, until 
Washington makes that call. 

1 was shown an order to airport 
security guards prohibiting all Ame- 
ricans, except myself, from board- 
ing flights out of the country “at 
the present time.” 

Vietnamese officials consider the 
US. bad losers for refusing even to 
discuss future relations now, ‘The 
Americans lord it over someone 
when they win, and sulk when they 
lose,” one official commented during 
an interview. 

Vietnam offers to the U.S.. most 
of all, potentially rich oil fields. Ame- 
ricans were drilling for oi] when the 
Vietcong took over and three explo- 
ration companies pulled out of the 
country. : 

It also offers food — especially 
good seafood — and timber. 

The U.S., mainly, has money, and 
Vietnam does need money now. 

“It is normal in the history of 
warfare for the loser to pay the 
winner," said a senior government 
adviser, Trinh Dinh Thao in an in- 
terview with UPI. 

The U.S. Embassy is ready for 
reoccupation by Americans, although 
new Office furniture to replace what 
was taken by looters will have to 
be bought.

Ramadan adds to Cairo’s 


chronic economic strain 


CAIRO {Reuter). — With the fast of 
Ramadan — the most sacred month 
in the Moslem calender — the Egyp- 
tian Government has added to its 
already strained balance of 
payments by importing huge 
amounts of food from abroad. Dur- 
ing Ramadan, Moslems fast during 
the day but are permitted to eat 
after the sun goes down. 

Although it is contrary to the 
teachings of Islam, the Moslems of 
Egypt tend to embark at sunset on 
an orgy of overeating that rivals 
even a European Christmas. 

To prepare for this, the govern- 
ment signed agreements to buy 
frozen meat from France and 
Australia and frozen chicken from 
Denmark and Bulgaria. Wheat com- 
es from Australia and the United 
States. 

Basically. Ramadan adds to 
Egypt's chronically strained 
economy, which President Sadat 
said at one point this year had reach- 
ed zero point. 

What may contribute to the spen- 
ding spree this year is the relaxed 
feeling for the first time in eight 
years of strife with Israe]. Further- 
more, the revenue from the Suez 
Canal, estimated at about 300 million 
dollars this year,.could do much for 
this country's jing ecohomy 
which has had to do without {t since 
the 1967 war.

Bonn plans to 
spur investment 


BONN (UPI). — West Germany 
reacted with unabashed relief when 
economic indicators for July gave 
rise to hopes that the American 
economy may be headed toward 
recovery. 

“‘New York remains the capital of 
the world economic system in psy- 
chological terms,’’ Chancellor 
|Helmut Schmidt then said. 

But Schmidt, who has repeatedly 
ealled on President Ford to pursue 
an expansionary economic pool 
policy, finds he is now unable to take 
his own medicine, when faced with 
an unexpectedly large budget 
deficit. 

During the last year, while un- 
employment figures broke records 
month after month and inflation 
erept upward, the Bonn government 
pursued an active expansionary 
policy. It injected about 7.78 billion 
dollars into capital investments, in- 
vestment subsidies and vocational 
retraining. 

The Federal Bank, in a paraliel 
policy, reduced the basic lending 
rate three times to make West Ger- 
many’s discount rate of 4.5 per cent 
the lowest in the industrialized 
world. 
εν The government plans an ad- 
ditional injection of 2.14 billion 
dollars to spur investment in the 
autumn. However, its spokésman 
says it is not an expansionary step, 


at overcoming the critical un- 
employment situation in the con- 
struction industry. 

A more significant, indication of 
the direction of government policy 
‘was a decision to reduce spending by 
cutting down the generous social 
benefits given to civil servants, 
farmers, students and other 
beneficiaries. 

The decision to cut as much as 3.89 
billion dollars from next year's 
federal budget results from Borin's 
record deficit of 15.5 biliion dollars in 
1976. This year alone the government 
has overspent its budget by 5.64

The dilemma that has always fac- 
ed the government, despite repeated 
exhortions, is how to keep govern- 
ment employees working during 
Ramadan. Work usually starts at 10 
a.m. and even then it is a rarity to 
find an employee on time. 

In the morning housewives and 
men stand in Jong queues under the 
scorching sun outside the govern- 
ment consumer goods shops, with oc- 
easional fights, usually because of 
the long hours of imposed hunger 
and thirst. 

At peak hours during the month, it 
is risky trying to cross the streets 
because of speeding drivers making 
for home before the Ramadan can- 
non gives the. signal that the day's 
fasting ia over. 

Once it is time for food, Cairo. 
becomes a ghost town for at least 
three hours. Then slowly it regains 
the trappings of a capital city in a 
festive atmosphere until the early 
hours of the following morning.

in bananas 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). 
Banana-producing nations have seen 
the price of the fruit slump 30 per 
cent In the last 20 years, while infla- 
tion raised the price of nearly 
everything else, a study by the U.N. 
development programme shows. 

The problem is to be discussed in 
the specia! U.N. session on develop- 
ment this month, but there appears 
to be no immediate solution in sight. 

Bananas are an important export 
crop for a dozen countries, employ- 
Ing 25 per cent of the total labour 
force in the Windward Islands, 22 per 
cent in Panama, 20 per cent in Costa 
Rica, 17 per cent in Ecuador, 15 per 
cent each in Jamaica and Honduras, 
5 per cent in the Ivory Coast, 4 per 
cent in Colombia and 1 per cent in 
the Philippines, according to U.N. 
figures. 

Bananas are also the most impor- 
tant year-round fresh fruit in inter- 
national trade, with about six million 
tons exported yearly, the figures 
show. Ecuador, Costa Rica, Hon- 
duras, Panama and the Philippines 
account for about two thirds of this 
total. 

Bananas are especially important 
for Panama, where they account for 
58 per cent of total exports. 

The biggest importers of bananas 
are the United States, with 24.9 per 
cent of the world total. Japan 18.6 
per cent, West Germany 10.7 per 
cent, France 10.3 per cent, Britain 
6.4 per cent, Italy 5.8 per cent, and 
Canada 3.5 per cent of the world 
total. 

According to a study by the U.N. 
development programme the 
banana [industry is controlled by 
three large U.S. transnational cor- 
porations; United Brands, Standard 
Fruit and Del Monte, which account 
for the biggest share of the market in 
most major importing countries, 
ranging from 100 per cent 
dominance in Canada to 40 per cent 
in Britain and 14 per cent in France. 

Casey says these three firms 
together’ account for about 70 per 
cent of the total world banana trade 
in terms of value. They virtually con- 
trol the transportation shipping, in- 
suring, ripening. wholesaling and 
retailing of bananas. 

The decline in banana prices, ac- 
cording to Casey, was caused by two 
factors — a surplus production ex- 
ceeding demand and severe com- 
petition by the three major 
transnational corporations for an in- 
creased share in limited markets. 

In 1974, five of the producing 
nations — Panama, Costa Rica, Hon- 
duras, Guatemala and Colombia — 
organized the Union of Banana Ex- 
porting Countries to improve their 
position in the marketing and dis- 
tribution of bananas. They also re- 
quested technical assistance from 
the United Nations. According to one 
study, “the structure of the banana 
industry is such that the producing 
and exporting countries receive 
about 11.5 cents of every dollars’ 
worth.of bananas agold."* με 

Those countries levied an export 
tax of 25 to 40 cents a box, and this 
caused friction with the three 
transnational corporations, one of 
which suspended exports for a time.

‘Concorde may become a. 
supersonic Hindenburg’ 


NEW YORK. — 
AMERICAN OPPOSITION to U.S. 
landings of the Anglo-French super- 
sonic airliner Concorde haz inten- 
sifted, following a revelation that the 
plane's British and French manufac- 
turers privately expressed concern 
over the adequacy of its fuel suppHes 
in the event of delays on the tran- 
satlantic flight. 

The concern was implicit in two 
unusual requests made by the Con- 
corde manufacturers to Federal 
authorities in October 1972; that U.S. 
standard operating procedures be 
waived to permit Concorde to land at 
U.S. airports with less than the nor- 
mal fue! reserves; and that the plane 
be given preferential landing treat-" 
ment to avoid the normal holding 
patterns. 

These requests became known 
last week when the Washington- 
based Environmental Defence Fund, 
an independent group which is 
leading U.S. opposition to Concorde, 
obtained minutes of private 
meetings which took place in 


Washington almost three years ago. 


between Concorde representatives 
and officials of the White House, the 
Federal Aviation Administratisa 
(FAA) and several other Federal 
agencies. 

The minutes, which the EDF was 
at first told did not exist, were 
recently declassified and released 
by the Justice Department as part of 
evidence in a current law suit. (The 
EDF is challenging the FAA in court 
to establish noise levels for super- 
sonic planes landing in the U.S.) 
Some of the material in them is 


regarded by anti-Concorde forces. 


here as “dynamite” and will certain- 
ly spark off a number of U.S. law- 
suits against the Concorde backers if 
the plane is ever given permission to 
land in the U.S. 

Congressman Lester Wolff, who 
bas led Concorde opposition in 
Congress, described the request on 
fuel reserves as a sign tliat the 
plane’s backers ‘‘are apparently 
willing to risk innocent lives by 
demanding the waivers.'' He added: 
“We are being told that since the 
Concorde does not have the fuel 
capacity to allow it to fly safely 
across the Atlantic with a full 
passenger load and meet the life- 

᾿ safety standards at the same time, 
ovr American aircraft are simply 
going to have to get out of the way 
when this foreign plane is ready to 
land at our airports."

An FAA spokesman indicated that 
it was unlikely that Concorde would 
be given such preference. On the fuel 
reserve request. he commented: 
“This has been fully evaluated and 
we consider that Concorde carries 
enough fuel reserves to cope with 
any situation that may evolve on the 
transatlantic flight."” ΩΣ 

The statements in the minutes are 
also at variance with the FAA's re- 
cent assurances that Concorde “does 
not require any unigue air traffic 
procedures in which to operate in the 
approach, cruise or departing 
phases of flight or in-ground 
manoeuvring.” American critics of 
Concorde have repeatedly charged 
that, under diplomatic pressure, the 
FAA is prejudiced in favour of the 
British-French plane. Εν 

On aircraft noise, the minutes of 
the 1972 meetings note that, ‘‘given 
Congressional and public concern 
about aircraft noise, it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to fix noise levels 
for supersonic planes higher than the 
existing levels for subsonic transport 
aircraft. However, the FAA still has 
not produced a ruling on the per- 
missible sound level for supersonic 
planes. 

The current request for Concorde 
flights to New York and Washington 
is limited to daytime take-offs and 
landings. But the minutes indicate 
that the British-French authorities, 
were also planning to ask for an ex- 
ception to the late-night curfew (im- 
posed to minimise aircraft noise 
after midnight). Referring to the 
talks between Concorde backers and 
Federal officials, the minutes state: 
“Tt was noted that night curfews at 
major international airports could. 
substantially limit potential use of 
Concorde." 

However, the Concorde represen- 
tatives were firmly told that they 
could not subsidize the plane's losses 
by raising fares on subsonic planes. 

John Hellegers, counsel to the En- 
vironmental Defence Fund, 
describes the minutes as revealing 
‘fan ineredible lack of safety 
precautions by Concorde manufac- 
turers. The horrors just tumble out 
of this document. The plane sounds 
like a supersonic Hindenburg.” 

And sman Wolff summed 
up: “Concorde backers have con- 
sistently withheld the truth from the 
American people by making secret 
agreements and inordinate requests 
which compromise the safety and 
acceptability of the aircraft.” (Ofns)

Only ‘when the talks open this morning will it | ne 
apparent whether the Soviets have sufficiently stifled. + 
Pigue at what they see as incipient “pax Americana” to 
put the best face on their predicament and attend the work- 
ing group's sessions. 

Whatever their decision at Geneva, the Soviets are already 
apparently planning practical moves to stem further American 
advances if possible. With the Golan Heights now widely seen 
as the next target of Dr. Kissinger’s efforts, his Soviet 
counterpart Mr. Gromyko is reportedly planning a heading-off 
mission to Damascus. 

Soviet pressures will doubless have their ions on 
the course of the Geneva talks themselves, heightening Egypt- 
ian stiffness and discomfort. And the outburst of indignation 
by the Soviet-aligned part of the Arab world against the 
accord has yet, it seems, to reach its crescendo. Its echoes 
will also resound in the Geneva negotiating chamber. 

Once the implementation begins, however, and tangible Is- 
raeli-held assets are transferred to Egyptian control, the 
clamour of some Arab hardliners — especially of Syria — 
will most probably subside. President Assad — despite his 
present vocal indignation — is no doubt attracted by the 
prospect of a similar agreement bringing similar rewards 
for him. 

His appetite is plainly whetted by the plethora of state- 
ments made here in Israel concerning a possible Golan agree- 
ment. There is no unity, and certainly no unified stand, among 
top government spokesmen as to the type of agreement that 
Israel could contemplate in the north. 

Before the Yom Kippur War the policy was clear: the Golan 
would never be returned. : 

Now, however, the territorial integrity of the Heights is 
inviolable only in the context of an interim agreement — 
as Premier Rabin told ABC television — but apparently not 
in an overall settlement. 

On the other hand Dr. Kissinger no doubt believes a “piece 
for peace” concept applies to Syria as well, and judging by 
veiled and not-so-veiled hints, there are other members of 
the Rabin Cabinet who believe a Golan withdrawal under an 
interim agreement might indeed be justified — and would 
certainly be worth negotiating over. 

Time will not stand still President Ford asserted as much 
in his congratulatory statements on the eve of the signing 
last week. The Government must, therefore, chart a firmer 
ie cleaner eourse in the Syrian waters which seem to’ lie 
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LONDON (Ofns.) — 
THE AGREEMENT between 
Israel and Egypt, with its 
promise of at least three years of 
no war in the Middle East, is 
itself no tee that peace is 
about to break out in that 
dangerous corner of the world. 

The next three months could 
be a critical period in deter- 
mining whether Arabs and Jews 
are fated to dwell in peace. On 
November 30, Syria must decide 
whether to renew the agreement 
with Israel to maintain a UN 
peacekeeping force on - their 
border as 8 mutual guarantee 
against the unilateral resump- 
tion of war. 

It is doubtful whether the 
Syrians will agree to renewing 
the agreement unless they, like 
the Egyptians, get some offer of 
Israeli withdrawal from’ the 
Golan Heights. Israel has less 


} room for manoeuvre in this sen- 


sitive area than it had in 
withdrawing from a substantial 
part of the Sinai in favour of the 
Egyptians. 

The relatively amall portion of 
Syria held on, and above, the 
Golan Heights makes it difficult 
to yield territory without sub- 
stantially weakening Israel's 
present defence lines. Because 
the Syrians, strongly backed by 
the Russians, are the most mili- 
tant and unpredictable of 
Israel’s enemies, Israel is less 
likely to agree to give up any, or 
much, of the occupied Syrian 
territory without a substantial 
quid pro quo from President 
Assad. 


But the Syrian leader is less 
able than President Sadat to pur- 
sue a more flexible policy. He 
has not yet chosen, or been able, 
to divest himself of Russian help 
and influence as the Egyptians 
have done. Therefore, if the

A SECOND REASON inhibiting 
the Syrian regime is that it now 
stands, with Libya, as the 
strongest champion of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. The PLO has virtually 
broken relations with Cairo over 
the Israel-Egyptian accord. 
They now look to Damascus for 
frontline support for their 
violent confrontation with the 
Israelis. ine ἢ 

But there is yet another ele- 
ment that will, perhaps, count 
more than any other in deter- 
mining Assad’s policy — the 
crucial question of Syria's own 
national interests. Assad, in the 
last resort, is bound to consider 
his own country’s interests 
above all others — just as the 


Egyptian leader has done. 


But in order to be able to de- § 


fend this national interest con- 
vincingly, Assad will have to get 
something from the Israelis 
before the end of November. 
However, the Israelis are bound 
to demand from the Syrians

Soviet harvests dependent on 
‘volunteers’ from the cities

Munich. — 
WHERE WAS Dr. Zhores 
Medvedev, the internationally 
renowned Soviet geneticist and 
radio-biologist on the morning of 
September 6, 19667 
By invitation he should have 
been in Sheffield, England 
presiding over a session of a 
vital scientific congress at which 
he was not only to be honoured 
for his work but was supposed to 
deliver an important lecture on 
the ‘‘molecular aspects. of 


The Soviet authorities, 
however, had refused to let him 
leave the country and instead, 
Medvedev, together with other 
scientists, was out on a collective 
farm digging potatoes. 

Medvedev's experience is un- 
ique only because of his world- 
wide standing and the furore it 
created in international scien- 
tifie circles at the time. 

But it shed a singular light on 
one of the most baffling aspects 
of Soviet agriculture and its 
deficiencies. Without the annual 
help of legions of Soviet city 
dwellers, there would be no 
harvests at 411. The state of the 
crop — be it bumper or meagre 
— has nothing to do with it. 

For an estimated two million 
Soviet citizens — scientists and 
technicians, factory and office 
workers, retail clerks and truck 
drivers, doctors and dentists, 
pupils and teachers, students 
and professors — it is now that 
time of year again, 

Starting around the end of 
August and running well inte Oc- 
tober, they are being mobilized 
to help — and not just with the 
harvest of potatoes but with 
sugar beet and corn; cotton and 


* wheat, rice and tobacco. Of- 


ficially they are described as 
“‘volunteers,"’ though in reality 
they have about as much choice 
as conscripts in the army. 

They are expected to work 
from dawn to dusk with only a 
half hour's break in between, 
Other than skimpy meals 
provided by the collective and 
state farm administrations, they 
receive no additional compensa- 
tion besides their regular 
salaries from their work the rest 
of the year, 

The vast majority are housed 
under conditions that defy 


description: in barracks, 
schools, tents and sometimes 
just barns with earthen floors 
and with not even a minimum of 
sanitary facilities. 

Most are detailed to help in 
the countryside for periods of 
two and three weeks, sometimes 
even longer. 

Their absence from their 
regular jobs throws the rest of 
the economy into weeks of pan- 
demonium and chaos, with those 
left behind in the cities expected 
to fulfil the production quotas of 
those in the fields. In schools and 
colleges, lesson plans are thrown 
overboard and education grinds 
to a halt. The usual queues in 
shops get even longer because 
clerks who should be behind the 
counters are out harvesting. 
Patients go without treatment 
because their doctors are bring- 
ing in crops. 

Moreover, it is, as one recent 
emigre from the Soviet Union 
has charged, ‘‘about the closest 
thing to forced labour and out- 
right slavery in the world 
today.’" 


THE MECHANICS of the system 
are devious. In those of the 
USSR’s 15 republics where 
harvest help is needed, ἃ cam- 
paign headquarters is set up by 
the secretariat of the Com- 
munist Party, with lower 
echelon headquarters for each 
province, district and city and 
for each enterprise, office, in- 
stitute or school. 

Mobilization is never official- 
ly announced by the media. 
Instead, all instructions concer- 
ning the dispatch of townspeople 
to the kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
are issued through confidential 
Party channels. Each factory, 
store, educational establishment 
or institute is given a quota for 
the number of people it must 
provide. Their selection is up to 
mdnagers, directors and party 
representatives who face serious 
career, and even legal, conse- 
quences if they fail to comply. 

The scale of these operations 
is immense. In Uzbekistan, for 
example, where cotton is the 
main crop, several hundred 
thousand people are involved 
each year. For an entire week, 
starting in mid-September, 
almost all the republic's urban 
and inter-urban buses are re- 
quisitioned to transport city 


workers to the fields and farms. 

Considering that the USSR 
has an immense rural popula- 
tion of more than 100 million and 
an agricultural labour force of 37 
million, the obvious question is 
why this annual recruitment 
from the cities is even 
necessary. 


ONE REASON is the sheer inef- 
ficiency of Soviet farming with 
its lack of distribution and sub- 
standard serviceability of 
agricultural machinery and 
logistical equipment. 

The available equipment is 
often useless. In a report on the 
wheat harvest in Kazakhstan, 
“Pravda” said the other day 
that in two regions alone 2,500 
combines were idle, waiting for 
parts. 

Another cause is the steady 
decline of the rural population, 
or at least that segment of it 
which could lend an efficient and 
active hand in harvests. 

Each year more than two 
million persons leave the coun- 
tryside. The majority are young, 
ranging in age from 16 to 80. The 
age-sex structure of those who 
remain is out of kilter. More 
than 50 per cent of the farm 
labour force consists of older 
women, already past or near the 
minimum retirement age of 55, 
who are employed primarily in 
unskilled work. 

There is also a chronically 
high turnover of agricultural 
specialists, especially in the 
Ukraine, Western Siberia and 
Kazakhstan. Of 600,000 
agricultural specialists and 
technicians graduated from 
colleges in the Russian Federa- 
tion between 1970 and 1973, only 
3,000, or half a percent, actually 
went to work on farms. 

The young and the skilled cite 
poor living conditions, low pay 
and the lack of social, 
recreational and educational 
facilities as chief reasons for 
staying out of or leaving farm 
work. 

Though the Kremlin offers 
numerous inducements for rural 
resettlement, the exodus and 
turnover continue. 

Thus millions of ‘‘velunteers"” 
will’ continue to dig potatoes, 
pick cotton and cut grain for 
many harvests to come. At least, 
so Western experts predict, until 


. the 1990s.
